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DETAILED ACTION 
EXAMINER'S AMENDMENT 

1 . An examiner's amendment to tine record appears below. Should the changes 
and/or additions be unacceptable to applicant, an amendment may be filed as provided 
by 37 CFR 1 .312.

Authorization for this examiner's amendment was given in a telephone interview 
with Stefan Koschmieder on January 26, 2010. 

The application has been amended as follows: 
Regarding Claim 1 : 

At the end of paragraph b) change the period to a comma as follows: 
"....contacting to an aminoalkylation," 

After the comma at the end of paragraph b) of claim 1 , 

Insert: "wherein the alkylating is carried out in the absence of any BF3 complex 
of any of an aliphatic ether, a dicycloalkylether, tetrahydrofuran, a phenol, an aryiaikyl 
ether or a BF3 complex with an aliphatic alcohol that comprises two or more mols of 
alcohol per mol of BF3. " 

Cancel: Claims 11-22. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

2. Claims 1 (as above amended), 3-10 and 23-24 are allowed. 

3. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: the prior art 
discloses methods of making a 2-alkylpolyisobutenylphenol and their Mannich adducts 
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which require a co-catalyst of an aliphatic ether and therefore does not teach or suggest 
the claimed method of making a 2-alkylpolyisobutneylphenol and their Mannich adducts 
which expressly excludes such components. Further, applicants' data supports the 
method without the aliphatic ether provides significantly superior performance of the 
process. 

Any comments considered necessary by applicant must be submitted no later 
than the payment of the issue fee and, to avoid processing delays, should preferably 
accompany the issue fee. Such submissions should be clearly labeled "Comments on 
Statement of Reasons for Allowance."
